LOTTERY PROPOSED TO RAISE 
RELIEF FUNDS IN NEW YORK 


Officers Would Have Salaries From 
$5000 to $25,000; Balance for 
Unemployed. 
By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, March 10.—The na- 
tion’s metropolis may turn to a 
lottery to finance unemployment 
lief under a proposal reported 
ready for submission to the State 
Legislature for approval. 
Indications that the plan might 
be carried through came after a 
conference between Gov. Herbert 
L. Lehman, Mayor Fiorello H. La- 
Guardia and Borough President 
James J. Lyons of the Bronx, orig- 
inator of the idea, but none of the 
conferees would say a lottery had 
been discussed. 
Lyons has a plan under which a 
virtual lottery would be run with- 
out violating existing laws to raise 
between $10,000,000 and $15,000,000 
for relief purposes each six months. 
It provides for organization of a 
corporation for the express purpose 
of aiding unemployed. Anybody 
willing to pay semi-annual dues of 
$2.50 could join. 
Then officers would be elected by

000 half-year salary; the first vice- 
president $20,000; other vice-prest- 
dents $15,000; secretaries $10,000, 
and sergeants $5000.

RETAIL FOOD PRICES RISING 


Twenty Per Cent Higher Feb. 13 
Than They Were in April, 1933. 

WASHINGTON, March 10.—Re- 
tail food prices were 20 per cent 
higher on ‘Feb. 13 than in April, 
1933, the Bureau of Labor Statistics 
reported today.- The index figure 
for the two-week period ended Feb. 
13 was 108.3 per cent of the 1913 
average. The increase during the 
two-week period -was 2.4: per cent. 
“The present index is 20 per cent 
above the low point reached in 
April, 1938, when the index stood 
at 90.4,” said the bureau. “It ‘is

WASHINGTON, March 10.—Con- 
gressman James M. Beck, conserva- 
tive Republican of Philadelphia, in 
a speech prepared for delivery at 
a dinner of Indiana Republican 
editors at Indianapolis tonight, de- 
clared that the American Constitu- 
tion was now facing a more serious 
trial than it faced in 1861. He pre- 
dicted that the question that would 
confront the American people in the 
next two or three years was 


whether they wanted the Constitu- 
tion to survive in its essential fea- 
tures. , 
Beck, a former United States So- 
licitor-General and the author of 
“The Vanishing Rights of the 
States” and “Our Wonderland of 
Bureaucracy,” now represents one 
of the old Vare districts in Con- 
gress. 
“We have now learned in this 
country,” Beck said, “the futility 
of a written Constitution to re- 
strain indefinitely the will of the 
people within prescribed channels. 
It has been the constant illusion of 
the American people that it was 
possibJe to stabilize our form of 
government by a written instru- 
ment. 

“A Chart, But Never an Anchor.” 
“A constitution can be a rudder, 
or shall we say, a chart, but it 
can never be an anchor. The most 
that it can do is to educate the 
people by holding forth great ideals 


unworthy of those ideals, or are 
willing to sacrifice a great impon- 
derable of liberty for the ponder- 
able of an immediate advantage, 
then a written form of government, 
while it may retard the process of 
destructive change, yet sooner or 
later becomes an illusion; for, as 
Chief Justice Fuller once said in a 
notable dissenting opinion, ‘It is 
with governments as with religion, 
the form often survives the sub- 
stance of the faith.’” 

With this introduction, Beck 
launched a legal attack on the New 
Deal and its administrators, al- 
though giving President Roosevelt 
and his advisers credit for courage 
‘and patriotism. 
“The immediate cause for the 
formation of the Constitution,” said 
Beck, “was to determine, in re- 
spect to trade and industry, the 
respective functions of the Federal 
Government and the states. It pro- 
vided that Congress should have 
power to regulate commerce 
among the states and with foreign 
nations but ‘all power in respect to 
such trade and commerce, which 
was wholly within a state, was to 
be the exclusive right of the states, 
and by a-later amendment of the 
Constitution the Federal Govern- 
ment solemnly guaranteed that no 
state could deprive any person of 
life, liberty or property without due 
process of law. , | 
Line of Demarcation “Wiped Out.” 
“Tt must be obvious to anyone 
who will calmly consider realities 
and not be misled by illusions, that 
the line of demarcation between in- 
terstate and domestic commerce 
has been wiped out in the last six 
months. The Federal Government 
has now assumed complete and ef- 
fective power over all trade and 
commerce so that it today controls 
the banks, national and state; the 
railroads, whether operating be- 
tween ‘the states or wholly within 
a state; the manufacturing indus- 
tries; the conditions of labor and 
the activities of the farm; and this

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 19. 
—An attempt by a patent medicine 
vendor to capitalize the name of 
Warm Springs, Ga., the resort 
which President Roosevelt discov- 
ered and made famous for the cura- 
tive powers of its waters, has been 
frustrated by the Federal Govern- 
ment, it was announced today at 
the Food and Drug Administration. 
Officials said prosecutions are 
under contemplation. 
Food and drug inspectors, after 
making seizures in Oklahoma City 
and Los Angeles, reported that a 
product being sold under the name 
of “Warm Springs Crystal Com- 
pound,” actually consists solely of 
Glauber’s Salts, a physic commonly 
administered to horses and other 
livestock. They seized 736 packages 
in Oklahoma City and 576 in Los 
Angeles. 
In their report, the inspectors 
stated that the salts were pur- 
chased in barrel lots from the Gen- 
eral Chemical Co., Atlanta, Ga., and 
shipped to Warm Springs, where 
they were put up in retail packages 
labeled “Warm Springs Crystal 
Compound.” The “plant” at Warm 
Springs consists of a rented store 
building. That, the report declared, 
furnished the only excuse for using 
the name of the resort on the 
label. 
Woman Paid $2000 for Agency. 
Mrs. L. M. Nolan, of Oklahoma 
City, told the inepectors that she 
paid $2000 for the Oklahoma 
agency, after being given to un- 
derstand that the crystals were ob- 
tained by evaporating Warm 
Springs natural water. She added 
that a retail druggist told her she 
“could sell sand at a dollar a pack- 
age if it bore the name of Warm 
Springs.” 
Food and drug administration of- 
ficials named C. J. Hazlerig as the 
owner and distributer of “Warm 
Springs Crystal Compound.” They 
further identified him as vice presi- 
dent of an Atlanta firm which sells 
a product described in its advertis- 
ing'as “the New Mode in Feminine 
Hygiene” and which solicits mail 
orders. 
Inspectors reported that in radio 
broadcasts, and also in printed ad- 
vertising matter, Hazlerig had used 
the following language: “If you are 
in a run-down condition, there is 
nothing better to put you back on 
your feet than Warm Springs 
crystals, fromh Warm Springs, Ga., 
the Nation’s Health Resort.” La- 
bels on the retail packages de- 
scribed the product as “an ideally 
balanced preparation which may 
be used as an aid in neutralizing 
conditions of gastric hyper-acidity.” 

Charge Is Misbranding. 

The seizures were made on a 
charge of misbranding. This is al- 
leged to consist of false and fraud- 
ulent claims in behalf of the prod- 
uct’s curative properties, and of an 
effort to represent it as a natural 
product of Warm Springs. Mis- 
branding is an offense under ex- 
isting law. False advertising is not. 
It would be under the proposed 
Copeland or Tugwell amendment, 
now pending before Congress. 
The discovery that bathing and 
swimming in the waters of Warm 
Springs is beneficial in overcoming 
the after-effects of infantile paraly- 
sis, was made by President Roose- 
velt about 10 years ago, after an 
attack of that dread disease had 
partly crippled him. He was. re- 
sponsible for the reorganization. of 
the Warm Springs Foundation 
which has enabled thousands of 
sufferers—mostly children—to re-

LIMA, O., March 10.—Harry Pier- 
pont, member of the John Dillinger 
gang, was found guilty tonight of 
first degree murder in the killing 
of Sheriff Jess Sarber, who was 
shot Oct. 12 when Dillinger was 
freed from jail here. 
The jury of 10 men and two wom- 
en failed to recommend mercy for 
Pierpont and thereby made manda- 
tory a sentence of death in the elec- 
tric chair. 
It took the jury 55 minutes to 
decide on the verdict after leaving 
the court room at 11:11 p. m. 
Pierpont, his hands manacled, his 
feet in chains, looked down at the 
counsel table where he sat and 
grinned while the bailiff read the 
jury’s decision. it was the same 
grin he had worn much of the time 
since the trial started. 

“Not a Word” to Say. 
Common Pleas Judge E. E. Ever- 
ett said he would not’ sermtence 
Pierpont until after Charles Mak- 
ley, another member of the Dil- 
linger gang, had-been brought to 


trial. Makley is scheduled to go on 
trial Monday. 
Before being unchained and 


taken back to the county jail 
through lines of National Guards- 
men, Pierpont kissed his mother 
and whispered to her. 
On the stand today, Pierpont de- 
nied that he shot Sarber when Dil- 
linger was delivered from the jail 
here. 

Prosecutor Botkin’s demand for 
the death penalty was interrupted 
once when Pierpont shouted, “If 
you’ve never heard of Matt Leach 
of the Indiana State Police, you've 
never heard of me.” 

In clipped, precise sentences 
Pierpont told of his armed opera- 
tion around the country, and -ex- 
pressed his admiration for the fu- 
gitive Dillinger. He denied that he 
was in the Allen County jail when 
Sarber was shot. 

“T never saw Jess Sarber in my 
life,” he said. Mrs. Sarber, the 
Sheriff's widow, who identified 
Pierpont yesterday as the man who 
killed her husband, is honestly mis- 
taken, Pierpont said. 

Admits Being in Town. 

“T had no intention of doing a 
thing for Johnny Dillinger, but get 
him an attorney,” Pierpont said. 
He admitted that he was in Lima 
the night of the twelfth and had 
talked to an attorney. 

Botkin showed him the. pistol 
taken from Pierpont in Tucson, 
Ariz., when arrested there with 
Dillinger, Charles Makley and Rus- 
sell Clark. The weapon had been 
stolen from Sheriff Sarber’s desk 
the night of the jail raid. 

“You carried that gun as a me- 
mento of the dastardly murder you 
committed, didn’t you?” 

“A man who carried that gun 
would have a lot of brains, wouldn’t 
he?” Pierpont replied. 

Tells of Indiana Break. 
Pierpont’s strange tale of wan- 
dering from Ohio to Florida to New 
Mexico and to Arizona kept the 
crowded courtroom still as he 
talked. 

‘How did you manipulate that 
Michigan City prison escape?” Bot- 
kin asked, 

“Well,” said Pierpont, “T'll tell 
you. Through sources that I do 
not care to sttae, I received three 
pistols on Sept. 26, I asked several 
men if they would like to leave.

My Dear Mr. Secretary: 

On February 9th, the Army 
Air Corps was given the tem- 
porary assignment of carrying 
the air mail and commenced 
the actual carrying on Feb. 20. 

This action was taken on the 
definite assurance given me 
that the Army Air Corps could 
carry the mail. 


Since that time ten Army fly- 
ers have lost their lives. I ap- 
preciate that only four of these 
were actually flying the mail, 
but the others were training or 
were proceeding to the mail 
route. I appreciate also that al- 
most every part of the country 
has been visited during this 
period by fog, snow, and storms, 
and that serious accidents, tak- 
ing even more lives, have oc- 
curred at the same time in 
_ passenger and commercial avia- 
tion. 

Nevertheless, the continuation 
of deatius in the Army Air 
Corps must stop. 

We all know that flying un- 
der the ‘best of conditions is a 
definite hazard, but the ratio

Dern, ordering the curtailment of air mail service is as follows:

WASHINGTON, March 10.—With 


the declaration that “the ratio of 
accidents has been far too high dur- 
ing the last three weeks,” President 
Roosevelt today ordered sharp cur- 


tailment of the army air mail ser- 
vice, 

His command followed the tenth 
death in 20 days of the army mail 
flying operations, instituted after 
the wholesale private contract can- 
celation order of a month ago. 

Col. Charles A. Lindbergh told 
Secretary Dern in a three-hour con- 
versation what he thought of the 
Army air service and outlining his 
ideas on how it might be improved, 
Should he call on the President 
it would be their first meeting 
since the White House reproved 
him for making public a letter to 
the President criticising the can- 
céllation of the contracts before 
the communication was received by, 
the chief executive. 
The presidential order following 
a session between Roosevelt and 
Gen. Doughlas MacArthur, chief of 
staff, and the Army Air Corps 
chief, Maj.-Gen. Foulois. 

No statement on the conference 
came from the White House, but it 
was understood the President had 
expressed grave dissatisfaction with 
the conduct of operations since the 
army took over the air mail.

Offers Legislative Program. 

Following closely the ‘*recom- 
mendations made by the I. C, C, 
two years ago in reporting to Con- 
gress on its study of the bus and 
truck problem, Eastman attached 
to his report a bill for regulation 
of motor vehicles, one for regula- 
tion of steamship and other do- 
mestic water carriers and another 
making minor amendments to. the 
Interstate Commerce Act. The most. 
important change in the Interstate 
Commerce Act would modify the 
long and short haul section to give 
the I. C. C. more latitude in al- 
lowing railroads to lower rates for 
long trips. 

Eastman’s report was based on 
studies by a group of experts in 
his office. 

“It has become evident,” he said, 
“that the entire transportation in- 
dustry including the other agencies 
as Well as the railroads is in need 
of the guiding hand of Government 
control, if a threatening chaos is 
to be transformed into order; and 
this is the conclusion that has been 
reached quite generally in other 
countries. 

Object of Federal Control. 

“The object of such control {s 
not the protection of the railroads 
only, but the proper protection of 
every form of transportation. They 
all have their parts to play, for 
each one of them can do certain 
things better than any other agen- 
cy. The problem is to find their 
appropriate functions, protect them 
in the performance of such func- 
tions, prevent wasteful duplication 
of service without eliminating 
such competition as is economical- 
ly sound, and promote a system of 
stable rates which will not only re- 
flect the lowest costs of god serv- 
ice but afford the necessary foun- 
dation for credit.”

IOWA 29TH STATE 
TO PASS LAW FOR 
OLD-AGE PENSIONS 


Governor Signs Bill for Maxi- 
mum $25 Payment, to Be 
Provided for by $2 Head Tax.

Iowa today became the 
ninth state to provide old age pen- 


sion, 


the old age pension bill, passed a 
few days ago by the special session 
of the General Assembly. 

The new law, which becomes ef- 
fective Nov. 1, 1934, allows pensions 
to worthy, needy persons over 65 
years of age, who are citizens of 
the United States and residents of 
the State of Iowa. 
are limited to a maximum of $25 
a month and the funds will 
raised through the imposiffon of 
a head tax payable by all persons 
more than 21 years old. 


To 


1, the Assembly provided for a spe- 
cial head tax of $1, payable on or 
before July 1. 
will be $2 annually. Employers are 
required to deduct the tax from 
salaries and wages 
who have failed to make payment. 

Recipients of old age pensions 
are prohibited from receiving other 
governmental assistance except for 
medical and surgical aid and hos- 
pitalization.

WASHINGTON, March 10.—The 
Sehate today ignored Agricultural 
Adjustment Administration recom- 
mendations, doubled the number of 
basic commodities entitled to bene- 
fit payments and increased from

aid the dairy and cattle industry. 
By a 39 to 37 vote, it passed the 
Jones-Conally bill and sent. the 
measure to conference with the 
House after adding peanuts, rye, 
flax, barley and grain sorghum as 
well as dairy and cattle products 
|to seven basic commodities now de- 
fined in the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Act. : 


The AAA had recommended only 
dairy and cattle products: for inclu- 
sion. Senator Connally (Dem.), 
Texas, co-author of the legislation, 
accepted most of the additions so 
as to get the measure to conference. 
Supporters of the original bill said 
they would be surprised if any of 
the additions remained when it is 
finally enacted. 

The bill’s fund, boosted $150,000,- 
000, would be used to pay growers 
for eradicating diseased cattle, for 
purchase and distribution of dairy 
and beef products to the needy and 
for purchase and transfer of dairy 
cows to farms that could use them 
for supplying family needs. One- 
third of the additional $150,000,000 
would go for food relief. 

The seven basic commodities now 
subject to a processing tax are 
wheat, cotton, tobacco, hogs, field 
corn, rice and dairy products. 

An administration bill is pending 
in the final committee to make 
sugar cane and sugar beets basic 
commodities. 

The many amendments tacked on 
the bill amused some members. Sen- 
ator Long (Dem.), Louisiana, sug- 
gested putting cucumbers and saz 
safras in the “basic commodity” 
class. 


HEAD OF BROWN SHOE CO. HAS

John A. Bush Says He Has Not 
Exercised It—Could Make Profit

John A. Bush, president of the 
Brown Shoe Co., has an option to 
buy 8000 shares of its common 
stock at $35 a share any time be- 
tween now and Dec. 31, 1941, it 
became known yesterday through 
a report made public by the New 
York Stock Exchange. 

Bush said the option was given 
to him several years ago, presum- 
ably in 1931, in lieu of a salary 
higher than that which is paid 
him. The option price, he said, 
was the current market price for 
the stock at the time the agree- 
ment was made. 

The option has not been exer- 
cised, Bush said. Should he now 
exercise it, he would be in a posi- 
tion to make a profit of about 
$196,000 because of the higher price 
now quoted for the stock. 

It has sold above and below the 
option price since the agreement 
was made. In 1931, the price 
ranged between a low of 32% and 
a high of 45%. In 1932 the range 
was between 23 and 36, and last 
year, between 28% and 53%.  Re- 
cently it has sold on the New York 
Stock Exchange for 59% and on the 
St. Louis Stock Exchange was sold 
Friday for 58%.

24 HURT IN $3,000,000 
FIRE AT BIRMINGHAM 


Department Store Blaze 
Spreads to Other Buildings; 
Oil Adds to Flames. 


By the Associated Press. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., March 10.— 
Twenty-four persons were injured 
and property damage totaling $3,- 
000,000 was caused here today by a 
fire in the heart of the downtown 
business district. Every fireman in 
the city and suburbs was called into 
service. The flames were brought 
under control early tonight after a 
fight of six hours. 

The injured included 20 firemen, 
most of whom were overcome by 
smoke, and four spectators, struck 
by fire equipment or ambulances. 

The flames originated in the 
Loveman, Joseph & Loeb Co. de- 
partment store, a unit of City 


Stores. An officer of this concern 
estimated its loss at $2,000,000. 

J. M. Jones Jr., president of the 
City Commission, declared the fire 
was a monument to “cheap poli- 
tics.” 

Firemen said the blaze apparent- 
ly started from a short circuit in 
the “false” basement of the Love- 
man store. The first call was sent 
in shortly before 1 p. m., when a 
whisp of smoke was noticed on 
the first floor. The alarm was 
spread through the store, and about 
4000 persons, shoppers and em- 
ployes, hurried out. 

Within half ans hour after the 
fire was discovered, it appeared to 
ve under control, but half an hour 
later it broke through from the 
“false” basement, filling the first 
floor with smoke and driving fire- 
men outside. 

The flames quickly spread 
through the merchandise on the 
first floor and then reached 500 
gallons of lubricating oil in the 
automobile accessory department 
on the balcony. 


As the oil caught, flames shot 
up the outside, and firemen ordered 
employes and shoppers out of every 


Theater, next door, was vacated. 
A high north wind whipped the 
flames across an alley to Melan- 
con’s department store, J. J. New- 
berry Co., Calder Furniture Co. and 
the Bell Telephone Building.

Says That ‘‘With Best Inten- 
tions’ It Has Thrown Mill- 
stone as Life Preserver. 


By the Associated Press. 
LOS ANGELES, Cal., 
i—William Randolph Hearst de- 
clared tonight there is an “incrceas- 
ing probability that the disturbing 
interference with business by the 
NRA . has positively delayed 
recovery instead of hastening it.” 
“It would appear indeed that 
whenever business in the present 
emergency has succeeded in get- 
ting its head above the water,” the 
publisher said, “the NRA,.with the 
best intentions in the world, has 
alertly thrown it a millstone or a 
coil of lead pipe as a life preserver 
and promptly sunk it again.” 
Hearst, speaking over a_ radio 
network, said “all that need be done 
now by Government is to protect 
business from the plunderers and 
from the parasites and from the 
politicians and business will again 
take care of itself and of the na- 
tion too.” 
There is an absolute certainty, 
|Hearst said, “that industry and the 
whole country have in the past 
positively recovered from previous 
panics without the operation of an 
NRA or any similar method of 
dominating and dragooning busi- 
ness.”

Chevrolet Builds 
72,273 Cars, Trucks 
For February Output 


Chevrolet built 72,273 cars and 
trucks in February, M. E. Coyle, 
president and general manager of 
the Chevrolet Motor Co., announces. 
Rapid progress in rate of produc- 
tion is indicated by these figures, 
the February output having been 78 
per cent more than for January. 

February surpassed the produc- 
tion of any month throughout 1932, 
and exceeded all but three months 
(June, July, August) of last year. 

Total Chevrolet production in the 
first two months of this year is sev- 
eral thousand units higher than in 
the same period last year, said 
Coyle’s announcement, which de- 
clared that this fact was a note 
worthy achievement in organiza- 
tion and manufacturing methods, 
as the adoption of ‘knee-action 
wheels required a major revision 
of factory and assembly plant set- 


ups. 

At the Detroit Chevrolet plant, 
where knee-action units are built 
up for shipping to the nine car as- 
sembly plants throughout the coun- 
try, several thousand more men 
than were formerly employed are 
working three shifts a day. 

Even with the rapid gain in car 
production January and February, 
Coyle says, Chevrolet is still thou- 
sands of cars behind its orders for 
retail deliveries.

Pontiac Production 
In March Will Be 
Best Since June, 1929 


24,373 Unfilled Orders Carried Over 
From February, Klinglier 
States. 

Pontiac will build more automo- 
biles in March than in any month 
since June, 1929, according to H. J. 
Klingler, president and general 
manager of the company. 

‘In spite of our production of 10,- 
840 cars in February, which was a 
gain of more than 25 per cent over 
the same month of last year and a 
gain of 80 per cent over February, 
1932, we are carrying over 24,573 
unfilled orders into March,” Kling- 
ler says. 

“Great gains will be made this 
month, however, and with produc- 
tion well over 18,000, we will build 
and ship more cars than in any 
month since June, 1929. Compared 
with recent years, this figure will 
mean more than twice the number 


‘of Pontiac cars built in March of 


1933 and 1932 combined, and almost 
four times what we did last March. 

“In February, when the gain in 
production over the year before was 
not so great as it will be this 
month, we gave employment to al- 
most twice as many men. Our pay- 
roll this February showed 5772 as 
compared with 2987 in February, 
1933. 

“With our large bank of unfilled 
orders, and with the seasonal de- 
mand increasing as rapidly as our 
production, we feel we are making 
a conservative estimate over a 
three months’ period when we fore- 
cast a total production through 
May of 78,300 units. This compares 
with actual production last year in 
the first five months of 45,500 cars. 

“To aid our March schedule of 
manufacturing, production began 
the first of this month in our Oak- 


land, Cal., and Atlanta assembly 


plants.”

New Process Designed 


, For “Giving New Life” 


To Automobile Engines 


The Dykem Co., a St. Louis firm 
that has more than 14 years back- 
ground as-a manufacturing chem- 
ist, is now offering through a num- 
ber of licensed service stations a 
new process designed, it is said to 
give new life to an automobile en- 
gine. 

The process is called Dykem-izing, 
and is said to be founded on a 
physical-chemical theory of mole- 
cular attraction and oxidation. By 
means of an injector, a trained sta- 
tion attendant sprays the active 
fluid through the spark plug open- 
ings into the hot cylinders and 
mechanically works the fluid with- 
in the engine to cause it to contact 
the piston rings, cylinder walls, 
valve seats, stems, etc. 

It is said that on a surface that 
has been Dykem-ized oil adheres 
and spreads as a fine film and that 
in such a state the oil will lubri- 
cate effectively. Surface is said to

Testifying for the State in the 
trial of Basil ‘the Owl) Banghart 
for the $70,000 John Factor kid- 
naping, Costner said Banghart was 
in Charlotte, N. C., the night of the 
mail robbery last November, but he 
did not name Banghart as one ef 
the robbers. 

For his part of the job, Costner 
said, he got $25,000. He said the 
men who helped him were Charles 
(ice wagon) Connors and Ludwig 
Schmidt, both fugitives from jus- 
tice in the kidnaping case. 

Before he toek the witness stand, 
Costner declared he had no fear ex- 
cept that he might be sent to 
prison. 

“Other Witnesses,” He Says, 

“Connors or Schmidt won't look 
for me,” he said. “What good would 
it do for them to kiJl me? There 
are too many other witness¢qs, any- 
way, let ’em try.” 

Factor, waiting outside the court- 
room to be called, agreed with Cost- 
ner, but warned that he must be 
ware. of Tommy Touhy, older broth- 
er of Roger Touhy. Roger and two 
others of his gang ere serving 99- 
year prison terms for the Factor 
kidnaping. 

“Tommy Touhy hasn’t long to 
live, and he might do anything,” 
Factor said, “Costner was largely 
responsible for the conviction of 
Roger.” Police have learned Tom- 
my Touhy is suffering from tuber- 
culosis, 

‘Hints Connors May Be Dead. 

In cross examining Costner today 
Defense Attorney William Scott 
Stewart indicated a balief that Con- 
nors might have been slain. 

“Weren't you the last man who 
saw ‘Ice Wagon Connors alive?” 
Stewart asked Costner. The wit- 
ness smiled and answered, “Not 
that I know of.” 

“Four other witnesses testified 
of activities of the Touhy gang at 
the time of the Factor kidnaping 
last July. Three of them identified 
Banghart as a man who fled from 
an elaborate police trap set for men 
attempting to collect w second $50,- 
000 ransom payment after Factor’s 
release.

That suit was on a bond which 
coniained a clause providing for 
payment “in sterling, in gold coin 
of the United Kingdom of or equal 
to the standard weight and fine- 
ness existing on Sept. 1, 1928.” 

At the time the suit was insti- 
tuted the gold standard had 
been suspended in England. Judge 
King described the situation as 
similar to that which exists in the 
United States, gold not being 
available for payment of debts. 
But the plaintiff insisted he was 
entitled to payment in gold. The 
British Court of Appeals had held 
that a bond containing a gold 
clause could be satisfied by the 
tender of paper currency in the 


-amount specified in the bond, but 


the House of Lords reversed this 
judgment. 


Lord Russell’s Opinion. 

Judge King quoted from the 
decision of the House of Lords 
where it was held that the refer- 
ence to payment in gold was not 
intended to define merely the 
mode of payment, but to describe 
and measure the obligation of the 
maker of the bond. He quoted 
Lord Russell of Killowen as say- 
ing: 

“I would construe clause one 
(the gold clause) not as meaning 
that £100 is to be paid in a cer- 
tain way, but as meaning that the 
obligation is to pay a sum which 
would represent the equivalent to 
£100 if paid in a particular way. 


‘pay in sterling a sum equal to 
the value of £100 if paid in gold 
coin of the United Kingdom, of or 
equal to the standard of weight 
and fineness existing on the first 
day of September,.1928.’ . . . The 
treatment of the gold-clause as 
indicating a mere modality of 
payment without reference to a 
gold standard of value would be 
not to construe it, but to destroy

sell, Judge King concluded:

Thousands of Share-Croppers Deprived 
Of Their Means of Livelihood Through 
Government Control of Cotton Crop 


Almost One-Third of Tenant 
Farmers Likely to Be 
Ousted From: Their Cabin 
Homes, With No Place or 
Means to Go Elsewhere for 
the Only Work -They Know 
How to Do. 


Details of Contracts Under 
Which These Share-Croppers 
Work on Plantations and in 
the Best of Times Receive 
For Labors of All the Family 
But Small Income Yearly.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., March 3. 

-HOUSANDS of cotton share-croppers of 
T caster Arkansas and other Southern 

States, Negroes or whites, to whose plight 
under the National Recovery program ‘Nor- 
man Thomas, Socialist nominee for the presi- 
dency in 1932, directed attention in a speech 
in Memphis, a week ago, today are confronted 
with a pitiful condition of destitution. 

Share-croppers who seldom have had more 
than a roof over their heads—such roofs as 
they were—and only the barest necessaries 
in food and clothing are now finding them- 
selves in a situation in which there is no de- 
mand for their labor to provide even these 
things. 

For many of them, even though they may 
be permitted to remain rent-free on the land, 
the reduction in the cotton acreage under 
the Recovery Program has meant that there 
is no work for them, and bence no means 
by which they can acquire food and clothing 
except from direct relief. 


Just What Is 

a Share-Cropper? 

The share-cropper, with his wife and chjl- 
dren, grows the cotton all through the South. 
He owns no land, no mules, no tools, and 
his only capital is,the labor of himself and 
his family. Under the system he never has 
been able to accumulate any money or to 
progress above the labor station to which he 
was born. 

The land is owned in tracts varying from 
a few hundred acres to several thousand, 
frequently by insurance companies, which 
have acquired it under foreclosure, by farm 
corporations and by other absentee land- 
lords. 


Labor to plant, tend and pick the cotton; 


rarely is employed for money wages. The 
share-cropper system is used instead, the 
owner furnishing the land, seed, mules and 
tools and living quarters for the share-crop- 
per and his family. The share-cropper fur- 
nishes his own labor and that of his wife 
and their children who are old enough to 
do any work at all. 


At the beginning of March each year the 
share-cropper, who rarely if ever has any 
money, makes his contract with the owner. 
He agrees to farm a certain number of acres, 
usually 25 or 30, and the owners agree to 


| furnish him a place to live, to maké advances 


of food and clothing to him from the com- 
pany-owned store, and io give him half the 
net proceeds of the sale of the cotton. raised. 


The production varies in different parts 
of the State, the average being 188 pounds 
to the agre, though in some places it is as 
high as.600 pounds, or a bale, to the acre. 


Tiny Income for 
Year of Labor. 


Taking the state average, a figure sup- 
plied at the office of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture in Little Rock, a 
share-cropper with 25 acres would produce 
4700 pounds. of cotton. Last year, under 
the increased price, this sold at 9.4 cents 
per pound, or $441.80. .Of this the share- 
cropper presumably got half, or $220.90. 


But actually the sharecropper with 256 


acres only farmed about 17 acres, the re-| 


maining eight. acres having been plowed un- 
der. These 17 acres produced 3196 pounds, 
bringing $300.46. Of this the share-cropper 
got half, or $150, plus his division of the 
plow-under: rental money, about $60, mak- 
ing his return slightly more than $200. 
That was for a year’s labor of himself, his 
wife and possibly four or five:children.

za, Ark., produced 14 bales of cotton last sea- 
son. It sold for $47.50 per bale. His share 
amounted to $322.50. In addition he re- 
ceived about $50, he said he did not recall 
the exact amount, under the plow-under con- 
tract. This gave him a credit with the plan- 
tation owner of about $375 for the year’s 
work of himself, his wife and three children. 
A fourth child, 3 years old, was too small 
to work. At the company store he owed $180 
for adyances of food and clothing, and he 
owed a $60 doctor bill. There were some 
other small deductions which, he said, left 
him less than $100 at the beginning of win- 
ter to support his family of six during the 
entire winter until a new share-cropper con- 
tract came in the spring. 

Young ‘is one of the unfortunate share- 
croppers who did not get a new contract. He 
exhibited to the correspondent a notice which 
had just been served on him to get off the 
land. 

“I don’t know where I am going,” he said. 
“I bhaven’t been able to find any kind of a 
place. I understand the owner of the land 
wanted my cabin fox a Negro he will employ 
to take care of the plow-under land to pre- 
vent it from growing up in brush.” 


How Income 
Is Divided. 


But getting back to the average share- 
cropper with his $200 return. He did not 
get all of it even in food and clothing. The 
owner deducted 10 cents per acre, or $2.50, 
for upkeep of the plantation roads and dit¢ch- 
es, and 10 cents on the $1 for advances at 
the store, that amount being charged: by the 
owner for “supervision and management.” 
On the $200, less these deductions, the crop. 
per and his family were compelled to depend 
for the year’s food, clothing, doctor bill and 
other necessary expenses of existence. 

And it might be that. this cropper was 
one of the particularly unfortunate ones with 

a landlord who took the notion that the crop- 
per needed additional labor, employed it and 
charged up its cost to the cropper’s ateount. 

However, one ‘does not hear much com- 
plaint against the landlord. Oceasionally, it is 
charged that the prices of food: and- clothing 
are exorbitant in some company stores and 
that charges are so arranged that there will 
be no money balance for the cropper, but all. 
in all, the complaint is against the system 
and not against the landowner,

within a fixed maximum, which is approxi- 


mately half the estimated value of the crop- 
per’s portion of the cotton the land will pro- 
duce. 

The owner agrees to pay over to the crop- 
per one-half the net amount received from 
the sale of the cotton, less advances made to 
him atthestore. Theowneristhe sole judge 
of the time at which the cotton is to be sold. 

The owner reserves the right to employ 
any extra labor he deems necessary and 
charge its cost to the cropper’s account, 

The cropper agrees to furnish the neces- 
sary labor, to keep ditches open, to pay 10 
cents per acre for maintaining private roads 
and ditches on the plantation, and to pay a 
“supervision and management” fee, which 
custom has fixed at 10 cents on the $1 of 
advances at the store. This latter is not a 
10 per cent interest charge, as none of the 
advances are for a period of as much as a 
year. Some may be for only a few weeks. 

- The National Government’s cotton program 
contemplates a 40 per cent reduction in the 
average cotton acreage. In Arkansas the aver- 
age number of acres in cotton during the five 
years before the “plow under’ campaign be- 
gan was 3,464,000. Last year 939,373 acres 
actually were taken out of cotton production 
in the State, reducing the acreage to approxi- 
mately 2,500,000. A further reduction of ap- 
proximately ay 000 acres is expected this 
year. 

The effect of jhe reduction on the cropper 
The planter who had 
5000 acres-in cotton will have only 3000 
‘under the: “plow. under” policy. If he 
needed 150 croppers to tend the 5000 acres 
he pill need Jess than 100 to tend the 3000, 
and some 50 croppers and their families will 
be without means of any earning. 

And that is what is happening over east- 
ern Arkansas and in the other cotton states 
of the South. It is not so much that suf- 
fering has come to the cropper who, is. re- 
tained on: the land. He has about what he

ROME, March 10. 


HE first Fascist Chamber of Deputies ended its five-year term © 
Jan; 20 after having ¢ompleted a mass of legislation which can 
be considered as the most constructive and most advanced passed - 
by any\similar body of modern times, 


This was an important fact, 
before adjourning, passed a law 


which will establish a new administrative and legislative body com- 
posed of category guilds or representatives of divisions of labor and 


agriculture. 

This body will govern the eco- 
nomic life of the country and thus 
take away from the Chamber of 
Deputies a large part of the legis- 
lative powers which it has until 
now been exercising. 

A new’ Chamber of Deputies 
will be elected and we shall see 
after it convenes just how much 
legislation will be taken over by 
the new economic hody. And, in- 
deed, we shall see whether the 
Chamber of Deputies will have 
any need of existing after that 
time. It may, indeed, vote itself 
out of existence after having been 
superseded by the general coun- 
cil of the guilds. 

Italy has not broken the bonds’ 
of the past, but hes  re-estab- 
lished the past even more strong- 
ly—not so much its recent past, 
but the eternal and glorious past 
which started with Rome, Flor- 
ence and then the wise govern- 
ment of the Republic of Venice, 
which had for its motto: “The 
authority of the state.” 


Example to the World. 
But we have completely sur- 
passed old doctrines. Our exam- 
ple is being studied and copied 
by great industrial nations. Ger- 
many is rapidly reorganizing its 
economic structure, giving pre- 
eminent importance to business 
and its necessities and subordinat- 
ing other useless considerations. 

England is studying the neces- 
sity for closer economic regula- 
tion while the United States, un- 
til now the stronghold of indi- 
vidualism, has come through more 
than six months of experience 
with its National Recovery Act, 
which seemed to have broken with 
the past spirit of uncontrolled in- 
dividualistic enterprise, and has 
settled down to a system of con- 
trolled regulation. 

Many have compared NRA to 
what Fascism has been doing. 
There are, indeed, many similar- 
ities and we can almost admit 
there is a fundamental similarity 
if NRA as a basic principle has 
changed the policy of America 
from that of laissez-faire to that 
of State control for the good of 
all people of the nation. 

If this be the case, it was a 
mighty stroke, since up until re- 
cent times the world looked to 
America as the last bulwark 
where giant combinations of cap- 
ital were allowed that freedom in 
exploitation of commerce which 
was the battle cry of rising in- 
dustrial power throughout the. 
whole nineteenth century until 
these times. 


Fascism, however, in meeting 
the modern problem of control of| 
economic forces, has the advan- 
tage of having begun earlier. Our 
law establishing a Ministry of

other result than that of seeking 
to exploit industry for their own 
selfish ends, to the detriment not 
only of the workers but also of 
the nation, as happened in the 
present crisis throughout the 
world. 

' Both Italian labor and capital 
have responded magnificently to 
the requirements set by the law 
establishing the guilds. Italian in- 
dustry has known no interrup- 
tions save those dependent on in- 
fluences outside Italy. Fascist 
Italy has not experienced a strike 
since formation of the Ministry 
of Corporations, for disputes are 
adjusted under authority of the 
Labor Magistracy. 


Why Italy Fared Well. 

Other interruptions to trade, 
such as weakening of markets or 
maladjustments between consum- 
er and producer, have been dealt 
with effectively through the ad- 
ministrative organs of the min- 
istry. This is the. prime reason 
why Italian industry and finance 
have weathered the world erisis 
better than all other great na- 
tions. 

Another reason is found in the 
results of my pledge at Pesaro on 
Aug. 18, 1926, and of the action 
of the Government which followed - 
it. Sound money was established,, 
preventing excesses of prosperity 
in a fictitious paradise. Italy es- 
caped any precipitous crash, and 
when the crash came it was like 
falling from the first floor ana 
not from the top of a skyscraper. 

But American experience dur- 
ing the last eight months could 
not be quite the same. NRA was 
an emergency act. The gigantic 
structure of American industry © 
had to be prepared for its provi- 
sions and in many cases reorgan- 
ized. . 

‘Social welfare had to keep pace 
with the new order and giant bual- 
ness concerns had to give way 
somewhat to labor. A living er- 
ganism was to be created out of 
the cells of the American indus- 
trial system, replacing lifeless, 
soulless entities just held togeth- 
er by the connecting tissue of 
profits and wages.

Since the NRA Act was passed in 
June, I have had stern admiration 
for the directness and courage 
which moved President Roosevelt 
to take such a drastic step. Since

dered control of the nation’s econ- 
omy, we cannot but look on pro- 
gress of NRA with sympathetic ad- 
miration. 

Italy has solved a large part of 
its economic difficulties through its 
administrative organs for regula- 
tion of economy in the interests of 
the nation. The United States has 
started out on a new era in regula- 
tion of relations between the pro- 
ducing groups of the country, and 
what has so far been done augurs

Motorists for 32 Years 


Reports 4000 More “More Members Than 
in 1929 With a Total of } 
| Announcing plans for the Auto- 
mobile. Club of Missouri for 1934, 
Matt F. Morse, secretary and gener- 
al manager, told how the club has 
fared in the last few years. “The 
Automobile Club of Missouri has 
been built upon 32 years of service 
to this State and community and to 
| its members as individual motor- 
| ists,” Morse said. “Membership in 
the club: has increased since 1929. 
Jan. 1 this year the club had 4000 
more members paid up and in good 
standing than on Jan. 1, 1929. 

Reports from all sections of the 
State—the club operates throughout 
Missouri, except in St. Joseph— 
show a gain in January this year 
over last, and in the first 15 days 
of February the club has had a 
gain of 42 per cent in new member- 
ships over the corresponding period 
of 1933. : 

“The club reached the peak of its 
membership list in 1931 and suffer- 
ed its most severe losses the latter 
half of 1932 and in early 1933. Since 
the spring of 1933, our records show 
steady improvement in the club’s 
membership. The present count is 
18,585. 

“From a financial viewpoint, the 
club and its associated institution, 
the Inter-Insurance Exchange, nev- 
er have been in more substantial 
sounder financial condition than to- 
day. That statement is based on 
reports of certified public account- 
ants who have completed an audit 
of our books. 

“The club has operated within 
its income and has a cash surplus 
above its current liabilities, 

“The Inter-Insurance Exchange 
has a cash surplus equal to 40 per 
cent of all its assets. Its bond in- 
vestments are listed in its financial 
statement at actual market values 
instead of according to values au- 
thorized by the convention of in- 
surance commissioners. In the last 
five years, the exchange has paid 
back to policy holders $456,964.09 
cash as savings on their insurance. 

“The club.has responded to, and 
paid for, more than 250,000 emer- 
gency road service calls. 

“The travel department has han- 
dled over 750,000 inquiries of all 
sorts, ranging from a_ telephone 
question to giving a complete travel 
guide for an extended motor tour 
to place such as Mexico City or 
Canada, and has distributed more 
than 200,000 maps. 

“The safety department has ais- 
tributed 14,726 school boy patrol 
badges and belts, mailed 1,593,300 
safety lessons and posters, as well 
as carry 6n its many other civic 
activities. 

“The traffic and adjustment de- 
partment has handled between 8000 
and 10,000 cases for club members, 
collected approximately $80,000 cash 
in small damage claims growing 
out of accidents, and fought speed 
traps and other unfair practices of 
fee paid office holders. 

“From a legislative viewpoint, the 
club has protected the interest of 
the motorist and of the public.”

HERE has been a marked) 
T comeback of “DX-ing,” as dis- 

tance tuning is called, since the 
advent of the all-wave radio sets, 
which cover broadcasting stations 
and also police, ship, amateur and 
aviation calls and United States, 
Latin-American and European and 
Australian short-wave channels. 


of hunting distant foreign stations, 
that radio set makers report quite 
a boom in sales of all-wave fre- 
ceivers. 

The ordinary broadcast waves 
used in this country range from 
540 to 1500 kilocycles. Short waves 
are those lying beyond 1500 kc. 
Short-wave stations broadcasting 
speech and music programs are re- 
stricted by international agreement 
to seven bands of wave lengths be- 
tween 6000 and 21,500 kilocycles. It 
is among these latter channels that 
all-wave set owners are finding 
their chief amusement. 

Reports of foreign reception are 
common among listeners using the 
new Philco all-wave sets.

NEW YORK. 
HE hand of a man 
who knew John 
Quincy Adams and 
Daniel Webster 
reached fitfully 
from the grave re- 
cently to grab at 
the collar of an 
assassin who am- 
bushed his only son 
more than 30 years ago. 

This advertisement appeared in the 
Malone (N. Y.) Telegram: 

“REWARD—A substantial reward 
will be paid for information leading 
to the arrest and conviction of the 
person or persons responsible for the 
death of Orrando Perry Dexter in Sep- 
tember, 1903. Reply to Room 507, 
101 Park Avenue, New York.’’ 

Room 507 is the office of the 
fstate of Henry Dexter, founder of the 
American News Company and one-time 
business partner of Russell Sage. He 
died in 1910 at the age of 97. In his 
will, he ordered his executors to press, 
until the culprit was in hand, the man 
hunt to which he had given the last 
seven years of his unusually robust 
life. The advertisement was a gesture 
in that direction, more out of respect 
to the memory of a doting father than 
of hope of catching the murderer.

Questions are discouraged. 

Besides the wealth and queerness of 
the victim, the murder of Orrando 
Perry Dexter was notable for the fact 
that it was a mystery that was not 
mysterious at all. Reporters who hur- 
ried to the North Woods when the 
flash on the story ticked into old Park 
Row had no trouble learning the iden- 
lity of the killer. They couldn't print 
it, of course.

Law enforcement officials, 
now probably all dead, conferred with 
the elder Dexter and his attorneys and 
organized huge posses to comb the 
forests but if they didn’t know the 
man they sought they were not as 
smart as the natives. Bloodhounds, 
whose rivalry of Scotland Yard was 
unquestioned in those days, howled 
through the fastnesses for days and 
nights. And it isn’t at all improbable 
that the murderer was in the search- 
ing party. He may even have held the 
leash of one of the hounds. 

The fact was that the community 
of Franklin County approved of the 
elimination of Orrandyo. It considered 
him an enemy and interloper and, in 
simple mountaineer fashion, believed 
that justice had been done. Certain- 
ly the execution had more public back- 
ing than many a modern hanging or 
electrocution performed with a strict 
eye for formalities. Even if the cul- 
prit had been arrested, no Franklin 
County juror would have dared go 
home and tell his wife: ‘‘Well, I voted 
to hang the fcllow that murdered Mr. 
Dexter.’

A week after Orrando 
was shot he packed up and kited off 
for New York. 

Orrando was 49 when the end came. 
He was stern, sturdy and muscular 
and wore a black moustache and 
short black beard. He ha. an income 
of $60,000 a year, all but $5000 of 
which he spent improving his 6000- 
acre estate. He never drank coffee, 
tea or liquor. He lived in what a 
contemporary reporter described as ‘‘a 
perfect little palace set in the wilder- 
ness,’’ but he never fished or hunted. 

Nor would he permit anyone to aim 
at the deer that abounded in his woods 
or to pull the trout from his mile-long 
lake. Guides were forbidden to escort 
parties through the forest. Orrando 
raised Angora cats, of which there were 
usually about 50 around the lodge. In 
his travels he roamed churchyards and 
chipped pieces off old tombstones.

Near his lodge were homes for 
workmen and a mile down the road 
his farmhouse. He didn't bother about 
farming himself.

No one had entered the washroom.

ae Been entire region, swamp and 
drier areas, must have been 
covered with abundant plant 
life of an essentially modern aspect, 
and of sufficient profusion to form, in 
places, extensive beds of coal. The 
names of the recorded plants are fa- 
miliar—ferns, sequoia and other con- 
ifers, the gingko, and of deciduous 
trees, the poplar, beech, elm, sycamore, 
maple, willow and oak, In addition to 
these forest trees there must. have 
been an abundant underbrush and ac- 
tual swamp vegetation.”’

Some species of Ceratopsia had one, 
others two, horns on top of the great 
bead. Most species had a ponderous, 
bony collar or crest that encircled the 
neck like- armor plate. All in all, a 
huge Ceratopsia charging upon an en- 
emy must have been a very terrifying 
sight. 

And there is ample evidence, accord- 
ing to Professor Lull, that they were 
engaged in frequent fights. The re- 

mains which have 
been discovered show 
numerous’ puncture 
wounds and horns 
that were broken in 
combat. “These are 
in addition to the 
manifestations of 
bone tumors or other 
disease.”’ 

The horned dino- 

saur strove, Profes- 
‘gor Lull says, to 
charge the enemy 
head on and at the 
same time to protect its flank. The 
neck shield, served to take the brunt 
of the attack and the eyes were pro- 
tected by protruding armor-like ridges. 

‘One has to consider,’’ Professor 
Lull writes, ‘‘not only combats be- 
tween rival males, but protection 
against such carnivorous enemies as 
Gorgosaurus of Belly River time and, 
above all, the huge Tyrannosaurus of 
the Lance. That the menace of these 
beasts of prey was real is attested by 
the fact that little or no sexual dis- 
tinction is provable among ceratopsi- 
ans and that apparently both males 
and females of:a species possessed 
both the horns and crest in equal 
degree.”’ 

For all its ferocity, Ceratopsia was 
entirely herbivorous. ‘‘Altogether, 
the mouth, with its activating tissues, 
was fully as efficient as that of a mod- 
ern rhinoceros,. with this advantage, 
that the endless succession of teeth 
gave no limit to the expectation of life 
as compared with the very definite 
limit of a modern mammal whose per- 
manent teeth, once worn out, cannot 
be replenished,’’ They probably. lived 
on giant ferns and the leaves and\ten- 
der branches of low-hanging trees 

The brain of the Ceratopsia group, ~ 
compared with the size of the skull, 
was smaller than the brain of any 
other known group of vertebrate an- 
imals. This is due in part to the 
great expansion of the skull beyond 
the limits of the actual cranium. In 
proportion to the cranium alone, the 
brain size compares favorably with 
that of other dinosaurs. 

The first horned dinosaurs were 
found in America as long ago as 18565, 
when Dr. F. V. Hayden made a geo- 
logical reconnaissance on the upper 
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The Centrosaurus or Mono- 

clonius Flexus, as retored by 

Professor Lull and N. E. 
Wright.

Missouri, around the mouth of the 
Judith River in Montana. The re- 
mains then discovered were analyzed 
and described by Dr. Joseph Leidy in 
1856 and 1859. In 1872 another spe- 
cies of Ceratopsia was discovered by 
Professor F. B, Meek at Black Buttes 
Station, 52 miles east of Green River. 
Wyoming. 

The veteran Ceratopsia hunter is 
Charles H. Sternberg, who, with his 
sons, Charles M., George and Levi, has 
dredged up more dinosaur remains 
than any other living persons. An- 
other famous explorer of dinosaur re- 
mains is Barnum Brown. Professor 
Lull accompanied Brown on one expe- 
dition to Hell Creek, Montana, in 
Lance strata, where they discovered a 
large Triceratops skull, which is now 
in the American Museum of Natural 
History. 

Brown headed seven expeditions to 
the Red Deer River, in Alberta, which 
produced numerous specimens. Of 
this exploration, Professor Lull writes: 

“About 1908, a ranchman, John C. 
Wagner, who lived at Tolman, Alberta, 
called Mr. Brown’s attention to the 
profusion of dinosaur bones along the 
Red Deer River, and for seven seasons, 
Brown explored the region with sur- 
prising results, bringing to light not 
only horned dinosaurs but trachodons, 
carnivores and other dinosaurs as well. 


6¢ WING to the peculiar condi- 
() ons more or less naviga- 
ble stream flowing through 
the land of his exploration—Mr. 
Brown found that his work could best 
be done by boat. Accordingly, he and 
his assistants went to the town of Red 
Deer, where the Calgary-Edmonton 
Railway crosses the river, and there 
built a scow, 30 by 12 feet, with a 22- 
foot sweep at either end for navigat- 
ing it. Upon this they pitched their 
tent and stored their impedimenta, 
and then set forth on a current 
that averaged some four miles an 
hour, with placid areas interspersed 
by occasional rapids. 

Hundreds of Ceratopsia specimens 
now in the museums of Europe and 
this country were the result of this 
exploration of the Red Deer River. 
Many localities, Professor Lull says, 


have not been sufficiently explored 


and should reveal more skeletons. 
Only a brief survey has been made of 
New Mexico and this should be a fer- 
tile source in the future. 

But, nevertheless, there is little 
probability that we shall learn very 
much more about this ancient animal. 
Painstaking scientists in the field and 
in the laboratory have reasoned out its 
habits, its likes and dislikes. With 
infinite care it has been reconstructed 
so that we know with a fair degree of 
exactness what it looked like.

She was almost in 
despair about these lads until she 
hit on the idea of inviting them 
to a Christmas party. Inspired by 
curiosit' probably, they attended 
the party. Miss Gregg addressed 
them briefly. ‘You are the queer- 
est boys I ever saw,’’ she said, in 
substance. ‘I don’t know why you

A French newspaperman, Al- 
bert Londres, who perished in the 
burning of the liner “George Phil- 
lipar’’ in the Indian Ocean two 
years ago, went over to the Guiana 
penal settlement in the early part 
of 1923. 

He found Ullmo among the liv- 
ing dead, for nearly everyone had 
forgotten that such a person ex- 
isted. The war wiped out the mem- 
ory of so many personal tragedies. 

Londres wrote a pathetic, sym- 
pathetic interview that atirred 
many French hearts. The young 
woman who has since become 
Ullmo's fiancee was _ deeply 
touched, and especially because 
the court-martial had taken so 
little account of his youth and the 
influence of the opium. It wasn’t 
any passing sentimentality, as ten 
years of devotion have proved. A 
sensitive woman, in the lower thir- 


ties, piously inclined, she felt an 
irresistible desire to enfold the 
poor prisoner in a flood of tender- 
ness. She sent him letters and 
books. In his grateful replies she 
found something that led to deep- 
er feelings. For a long time he re- 
sisted, horrified at the thought of 
dragging her into the shadow of 
his own shame.

acquired a property in the 

county, near Kirkwood—a 
residence and guest house on an 
acre of ground—and spends her 
summers there and invites groups 
of ‘‘her children” for weekends. 

One of the incidental advan- 
tages of those visits is that at 
meal times youngsters whose table 
manners are faulty have oppor- 
tunity to learn proper usage. 

After spending several years at 
5210A Cabanne avenue, Miss 
Gregg has now moved next door 
to 6208. Wherever she lives, ‘‘her 
children’’ come to her. About a 
hundred visit her every week now, 
some of them from remote parts 
of the city. They range in age 
from 6 years to 34; a woman of 
the latter age, now married, con- 
tinues the devotion which began 
in her girlhood. Classes are held 
in sewing, quilting and cooking, a 
group of young men calls once a 
week for a social evening, and 
several hundred books are lent 
from the circulating library. 

For a number of years Miss 
Gregg and her family bore all the 
expenses of her work with chil- 
dren. When the burden became 
too heavy, as the enterprise ex- 
panded, donations to the cause 
were received and money was 
raised by entertainments and the 
sale of a booklet ‘‘The Sand-Pile 
House,’ which Miss Gregg wrote. 
For several years the Junior 
League has been contributing to 
the support of Miss Gregg’s work 
and furnishing teachers for her 
classes, but has recently found it 
necessary to reduce its money con- 
tribution. As a result, unless 
other means of financing is found, 
it seems likely that this modest, 
informal agency for brightening 
the lives of poor children is near- 
ing its end. Miss Gregg doesn’t 
like to think of that. After devot- 
ing so much of her life to them 
she hardly knows what she would 
do without children around-her.

Later. as an apprentice cabinet 
he met Harding again, 
and the latter advised him to give 
up everything else and take up 
painting as his vocation. 
 Searcely had he made this de- 
cision before he began to accept 
commissions for portraits’ for 
money. The journeyman portrait 
painter, and there were many of 
them, took the place of the pho- 
tographer. Bingham is said to 
have been able to do 25 por- 
traits in 30 days, Miss Rusk 
writes. 

It was in 1834 that Bingham 
first went to Columbia and while 
there painted such prominent citi- 
zens as Colonel Caleb Stone, Major 
James Rollins and Judge Warren 
Woodson, It was at this time, too, 
that Bingham’s friendship with 
the Rollins family was formed. 
James S. Rollins, a young lawyer 
of about his own age, immediately 
became interested in his work and 
gave him $100 to enable him to 
study in St. Louis. Later, after his 
marriage to Elizabeth Hutchison 
at Boonville, Bingham managed to 
get to Philadelphia, where he 
worked for a brief time in the 


studios of several of the chief, 


painters of the period. 


But there was never time for 
very much study. He was too ab- 
sorbed in the active life around 
him. The pioneer era was giving 
way to the first flush of boom 
times. Bingham took part in the 
tense presidential campaign of 
1840, when Missouri was almost 
evenly divided between Whigs and 
Democrats. A small man, built 
with ‘‘a strong, positive charac- 
ter,’’ he made a series of effective 
stump speeches, He was constant- 
ly sketching people around him 
and at this time he may well have 
first set down the figures he later 
put into the series of political 
paintings that now hang in the 
Mercantile Library: “Stump 
Speaking,’’ “The Verdict of the

People’ and ‘“‘The County Elec- 
tion.”’ The latter is reproduced on 
Page 1 of this Magazine. 

The series is an excellent illus- 
tration of the skill with which 
Bingham caught the spirit of his 
time. This may be in part be- 
cause he gives, without seeming 
meticulous or precious, such a 
wealth of detail. ‘‘The County 
Election’ shows very clearly the 
old method, before the Australian 
ballot, whereby the voter an- 
nounced to the election judges in 
a loud voice the candidate for 
whom he voted. In the picture 
reproduced here a voter, in a red 
shirt, is about to be sworn. Near 
him are the silk-hatted candidates 
—one of them, who offers his

the difficult task of digging a 
canal. Many were morose and sul- 
len* Some flatly refused to work. 

The members of the OGPU, who 
were in charge of the prisoners at 
work, used discipline whenever 
necessary, but, say officials here, 
there was no solitary confinement, 
no bars, no cruelty. The chief 
weapon, according to the official 
report made to the heads of the 
government in Moscow, was the 
newspaper ‘‘Perekovka,”’ with its 
“List of Shame,’’ in which the 
names of the recalcitrants were 
published for all to see. 

Certainly the work was not 
easy. Many of the men and wom- 
en—for women prisoners and so- 
cial outcasts were used on the 
same footing with men—had nev- 
er held a pick or shovel in their 
hands. They found digging sticky 
clay, blasting solid rock and fill- 
ing in peat bog not at all to their 
liking. But after strict warning 
had been given to the slackers, 
after classes in education along 
Soviet lines had been firmly estab- 
lished, and after the more unruly 
were made to feel a sense of 
shame and ostracism, a feeling of 
communal enthusiasm and compe- 
tition arose, the official report 
states, and the refusal to work as 


well as the desire to sabotage on 
the job were cut to a minimum. 

The project was initiated in No- 
vember of 1931. Yagoda, assistant 
chairman of the OGPU, called to- 
gether a group of his co-workers 
and told them to draft the en- 
gineers whom they held in their 
prison camps to make the con- 
struction plans. Many of these en- 
gineers had been found guilty of 
sabotage in industrial plants. That 
same month the engineers com- 
pleted the plans and went with the 
first group of thieves, embezzlers 
and pickpockets to the snowdrifts 
of Karelia where the canal was to 
be built. Thus, from beginning to 
end the project was carried out by 
men who would otherwise have 
been idle in prison or camp. 

Today instead of sailing the 
2840 miles around the Scandina- 
vian Peninsula, ships from Lenin- 
grad on the Baltic to Archangel on 
the White Sea take the inland 
water route of 674 miles, 135 
miles of which consists of the Bie- 
lomorsky Canal, the remainder 
made up of regulated rivers and 
lakes. A construction record for 
length of the canal and for the 
time in which it was accomplished, 
say the Soviet officials, reeling off 
further statistics. They are very 
proud of this all-Soviet achieve- 
ment.

card to the voter who will cast 
his ballot next, is said to be a man 
who contested a seat in the State 
Legislature with Bingham. 

The other picture, reproduced 
in color, ‘‘The Emigration of Dan- 
fel Boone and His Family,” rep- 
resents another phase of life that 
was familiar to Bingham. This 
painting, painted about 1850, be- 
longs now to the Washington Uni- 
versity collection. This is what 
Miss Rusk says of it: 

“The design of the composition 
is said to have been based upon 
the account given in Marshall's 
‘History of Kentucky’; but we may 
be sure that Bingham did not hes- 
itate to use his imagination, 
coupled with his knowledge of the 
life and costumes of early days.” 

There are many portraits in the 
exhibit which the public will see 
for the first time on Wednesday. 
One, an early self-portrait Bing- 
ham made when he must have 
been about 24, is owned by Frank 
B. Rollins of Columbia. There 
are portraits of James S. Rollins, 
an early one; of Mrs. Anthony W. 
Rollins, in a cap edged with ruch- 
ing, and of Major James Rollins. 
From the State Historical Society 
of Missouri the museum has ob- 
tained on loan a portrait of Miss 
Vinnie Ream, an early American 
sculptress, and a painting called 
“Watching the Cargo.” 

One of the most interesting pic- 
tures from many points of view is 
“Order No. 11,” also lent by 
Frank B. Rollins, in whose home, 
‘Grasslands,’ on the outskirts of 
Columbia, it hangs, It hung in 
the Missouri Building at the Cen- 
tury of Progress Exposition, where 
it caused wide comment. 

The strife that almost divided 
Missouri during the Civil War was 
the direct occasion for this huge 
painting. It was natural that a 
man of Bingham’s wide interests 
should have been vitally concerned 
with the issues that led to the 
War of the Rebellion. He had al- 
ways been a stout Whig, and he 
was from the first a strong Union 
man, returning from Germany, 
where he had been studying and 
painting for a brief time, in the 
belief that his duty was here. 

“At the very commencement of 
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the war,’’ he wrote with pride toa 
relative in 1862, ‘“‘I was the first 
Missourian in the border counties 
to enter the service of the Gov- 
ernment as a private:...’”’ 
Bingham served a term as State 
Treasurer which lasted until 1865. 
It was a time of confusion and 
excitement, when faithless public 
officials were fattening their own 
fortunes, yet Bingham adminis- 
tered his office with the strictest 
care and integrity. It was during 
his term as State Treasurer that 
Brigadier-General Ewing issued 
his famous Order No. 11. This 
grew out of the fact that during 
the early part of the war bands of 
robbers and murderers had preyed 
upon the inhabitants of the Kan: 


‘sas-Missouri border, even menac- 


ing military operations. General 
Ewing thought that the way to 
end this was to evacuate and then 
lay waste the border country. 
This was not only a grave injus- 
tice, Bingham felt, but wrong 
from a strategic point of view. 
“This order, together with several 
other disgraceful affairs for which 
Bingham believed Ewing to be re- 
sponsible, made the artist Ewing's 
bitter enemy,’ Miss Rusk writes. 
H in 1865, in a cabin studio, 
starting it first on a wooden 
panel because he was unable to 
find a large enough canvas.

size. The pattern of the weave of. 


the tablecloth may be seen in a 
certain light on the picture in the 
coming exhibit. The artist com- 
pleted two pictures on the same 
subject. The one to be shown at 
the Art Museum, more perfectly 
preserved than the other, he pre- 
sented to Colonel R. B. Price and 
Major James Rollins in payment 
of a loan. 

Bingham was active as a paint- 
er—also as an art teacher in St. 
Louis—and a figure in public life 
up until his death in 1879. Just 
before he died, he was engaged in 
a violent dispute with ex-Gover- 
nor B. Gratz Brown over the jus- 
tice or injustice of Order No. 11. 

There are some Missourians 
living today who well remember 


Bingham. One of them is C. B. 
Rollins of Columbia. He furnished 
a great deal of the information 
which Miss Rusk put into her book 
about Bingham. When he talks 
of Bingham it is of a vivid per- 
sonality, as of someone living. 
And it is this which one sees in 
his paintings, a richness, a vital- 
ity, a sense of the flow of life in 
a time .of swift change.
